Dear  Brethren,  —  In  these  days  when  the  faith  of 
so  many  in  the  truth  of  God's  word  is  being  shattered 
by  rationalistic  teaching,  we  Baptists  have  prided  our- 
selves on  the  soundness  of  our  principles  and  our 
teachers.  It  was  therefore  a  shock  to  us  when  it  was 
whispered  a  year  ago  that  all  was  not  well  at  Mc- 
Master.  We  gave  it  little  cimcern,  for  it  seemed  im- 
possible. Rumors  continued  to  come,  but  not  until 
the  report  of  the  special  committee  appointed  by  the 
Senate  was  published  in  December,  were  we  forced  to 
believe  that  the  situation  was  serious.  The  summary 
of  views  held  and  taught  by  Professor  Matthews  was 
most  unsatisfactory,  and  apparently  his  views  were 
widely  different  from  those  held  by  most  Baptists. 
Then  the  attitude  of  the  Senate  in  witholding  the 
evidence  submitted  by  Dr.  Harris,  especially  the  sten- 
ographic report  of  lectures  taken  by  Mr.  Williams, 
while  all  the  evidence  on  the  other  side  was  given  in 
great  detail,  deepened  our  suspicions  a  hundred-fold. 
Then  the  refusal  of  the  editor  of  the  "Baptist"  to 
allow  a  free  discussion  of  the  matter  in  the  paper  added 
to  the  unrest.  When  we  further  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  seven,  at  least,  of  the    most   prominent    and 


reliable  members  o\'  tbe  Senate  have  stood  and  fought 
unconpromisingly  tor  the  integrity  of  the  Bible  and  a 
policy  of  perfect  frankness  toward  the  denomination, 
we  feel  sure  that  with  united  effort  McMaster  can 
again  be  enshrined  in  the  confidence  of  the  people. 

If  the  teaching  of  IVv  lessor  Matthews  is  in  perfect 
harmony  with  the  views  held  by  the  denomination,  then 
the  quickest  and  most  effectual  way  to  allay  the  present 
suspicion  is  to  place  before  us  indisputable  evidence  ot 
that  harmony.  Either  the  reports  of  the  lectures 
taken  by  Mr.  Williams  or  a  defmite  statement  from 
he  Professor  covering  clearly  the  points  at  issue 
would  ^iettle  the  whole  matter  and  we  would  then 
know  the  facts.  Why  is  not  this  simple  solution 
adopted?  it  is  our  business  to  know.  McMaster  is 
not  a  scientific  School.  It  is  a  Christian  College,  and  if 
it  fails  to  stand  upon  "the  Impregnable  Rock  of  Divine 
Scripture"  it  fails  to  fulfill  its  distinct  purpose  in  our 
Church  life. 

In  this  matter  the  appended  resolution,  passed 
unanimously  by  the  Waterford  Baptist  Church  on  May 
29th,  1910,  speaks  for  itself.  I  include  it  with  the 
hope  that  other  Churches  will  follow  their  example. 
I  also  include  the  letter  sent  by  their  request  to  the 
Editor  of  the  "Baptist."  A  copy  of  this  was  ordered 
also  to  be  sent  to  the  Publication  Board,  and  their 
reply  is  also  included.

Resolved,  that  in  taking  our  otTering  to-day 
tor  Christian  I'.ducation,  we  deeply  deplore  the 
dark  shadow  of  suspicion  that  has  fallen  upon 
McMaster  University  throui^h  the  lack  of  per- 
fect frankness  with  our  Churches  on  the  part  ot 
the  Senate. 

We,  therefore,  as  one  of  the  Churches  to 
whom  the  University  belongs,  most  urgently 
request  that  the  evidence  submitted  by  Dr. 
Elmore  Harris  in  his  charges  of  May  iith,  1909, 
be  given  the  same  publicity  as  the  report  of  the 
Senate  on  those  charges  under  the  Date  of  Dec. 
2nd,  1909.  Otherwise  we  must  appeal  to  Dr. 
Harris  for  that  evidence.  We  believe  that  only 
by  such  a  course  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  can 
the  confidence  of  the  Churches  be  regained  and 
the  present  unrest  be  stilled.  Delay  only  in- 
creases the  suspicion.  We  simply  want  the 
facts  of  the  case. 


We  reg'-et  the  smallness  of  our  offering,  but 
this  is  due  to  the  present  alienating  policy  of  the 
Senate. 

//  is  further  resolved  that  a  copy  of  this  com- 
munication be  forwarded  to  ChancelHr    McKay. 

//  is  further  resolved  that  a  copy  be  sent  to 
our  sister  Churches  with  tlie  hope  that  they  may 
take  immediate  action  in  this  matter  so  vital  to 
the  cause  of  Christ.

Dear  Brother   McKay,— We  can  in  some  measure 
understand  the  difficulties  that    are    involved    in    your 
position  as  editor  of   a    denominational    paper.        Diffi- 
culties as  to  the  material  presented,  the  subject  treated, 
the  personal  attitude  and  spirit    of  those    who    present 
it,  and  the  bias   that    must,  to  a    more   or    less    extent 
arise  in  your  own  mind  as  a  thinking  man,  and  tend  to 
influence  your  decisions — all  these  we  know   are  so  im- 
portant that    to    keep    ever    the    balance    with    perfect 
justice  to  truth  and  all  concerned,    is    a    most    delicate 
and  ditlicult  task. 

Also  what  we  have  to  say,  wc  ask  you  not  to  take  as 
personal  fault-^u)uin^^  but  as  our  opinion  as  to  your 
judical  attitude  towards  material  presented  for  publica- 
tion  in  the  columns  of  The  Canadian  Baitist.  We  have 
absolatelyno  g^rounds  for  personal  animus  against  you 
as  you  must  know. 

According  to  some  remarks  made  by  you  at  the  con- 
vention at  Hamilton  last  fall  and  also  in  The  Canaihan 
Bat  1 1ST  recently,  you  seem  to  think  that  heresy  has 
been    charged    against     you.  Dear     brother,      your 

personal    views    are    not     in    any  sense  under  qviesuon, 


nor  are  they  at  all  a  focal  point  in   this   problem.       The 
only  point  relating  to  you  is   that   of  your    fairness    or 
unfairness  in  reoard   to  the  free  use  of  the    columns   ot 
our  paper  for  the  presentation  of  facts  tiiat  are   vital    to 
our  work.      No  one  of  us  wotlld  like  to    see    these    col- 
umns the  fire  centre  for  irrelevant  and  personal  contro- 
versies,   but    they  are    certainly    the    medium    for    the 
enlii^htenment  o\' our  people  on  all   important    relii,MOus 
ouestions.      The  fact  that  such  discussions    are    necess- 
arilv     contro\ersial    sliould    not    be    tor    an    instant    a 
reason  for  keepinj^  them  out    oi'   the   paper.        Vou    are 
quite  aware  that  in  the   history    of    Christianity    every 
step  in  advance  and  every  bulwark  to   ortiiodoxy,    was 
throui:h   the  lire  o\  controversy.      Nor  have  we  been   at 
all  free  from  the  necessity  and  experience  of  controversy 
in  our  paper  in  the  recent    past.       Tiie  "  air '"  was    cer- 
tainlv  "electric  with  controversy,"  and  the  columns    ot 
the  paper  were  wisely  open  for  the  discussion  ot  Baptist 
I'nion.       It  is  an  important    question,    and    you    rightly 
allowetl    luith    pailies      to    freely    express    themselves. 
That  some  of  tlic  articles  were  even  heated  was  not    in 
any  sense  your  tault . 

In  our  Baptist  Churches  there  is,  or  oui,^ht  to  be,  no 
privileged  persons  or  partie>.  The  right  of  imhindered 
expression  of  opinion  within  reasonal^le  limits,  and 
without  personal  animus,  is  the  liemocratic  rif.:ht  ot 
every  Baptist.  That  is  one  oi  the  thingsfor  which  our 
paper  exists.  No  OHicial  Board  even  has  any  ris^iitthat 
is  not  equalh   possessed  by  every  church  member.       I' or 
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instance,     there     is    no   Baptist   with    whom    ue    have 
spol<en,  but  who  believes  that  Dr.  Harris  has  the  same 
rij^^ht  to  uie   the  columns    of  The   Caiuuiian  Ihiptist  to 
explain  his  position  regardin^-^  the    Matthew^'    charges 
and  place  before  us  the  facts  in   his  possession,  as  has 
the   Senate  of  McMaster   University.       The   Senate   is 
only  our  representative,  and  is  doing   business   for  us. 
It  is  our  right  to  know  what   is  being  taught   by  Pro- 
fessor Matthews,  and  what  is  being  done  in  the  Senate, 
why  it  is  done,  what   is   the   evidence,  and   under  what 
circumstances   it    is    done.       This    question    is    one    ot 
vastly  greater  importance  than   "  Baptist  I'nion,"   and 
in    a    thoroughly  democratic  body  like   the  Baptist   de- 
nomination, there  should  be  no  restrictions  either  as  to 
the  fulness  oi  the  fact^  or  the  channel  of  their  commun- 
ication.      Not  only  has  every  man  a  right  to  freely  tell 
what  he  knows,  but  ho  is   under  obligation   to   \c\\   the 
facts.      The  Senate  is  by   no  means  absolute,  and  acts 
only  fmally    by  the   authority   oi  the   Churches.       The 
individual    believers    constitute    the    highest    court    of 
appeal.      As    such  we  must  iiavo  all  the  facts  before  us 
before  we  can  decide. 

We  fee!  that  we  are  by  no  means  in  possession  ot  all 
the  facts.  We  have  apparently  all  the  evidence  on 
one  side,  and  not  a  word  on  the  other.  Those  facts 
must  come  to  us,  but  it  would  be  a  great  grief  to  all 
to  see  them  come  to  us  thnnigh  the  medium  o(  the 
secular  press.  If  Dr.  Harris  is  wrong,  we  want  to 
know  o\   it.  ni>t    only  l\v  the    Senate's   decision,  but   liy 


all  the  facts  and    evidence  that    led  up  to  that  decision. 
The  subject   is  too  important    to  be  lightly  passed  over 
and  its  settlement  by  the   liij^hest  court  is  necessary  to 
the  best   interests   of  all  concerned.        It  Dr.  Harris  or 
any  one   else  has    any  lij^ht   to  throw   on   the    question, 
let  the    people  have  it,   for  they   will  finally    come    to  a 
saner  conclusion  than  all  the  committees  that  can  sit  on 
it.      It  is   their  question   and  they   must    and  will    settle 
it  themselves.      In  a  civil  court  of  law  all  the  evidence, 
unless  too  innnoral  for  publication,  is  put  in  the  posses- 
sion  of  the  people.      Much    more   should  this    be    true 
in  relif^ious  thin).;^s. 

Now  it  seems  to  us  that  it  is  undoubtedly  your  duty 
as  our  editor,  to  contribute  to  this  end  by  fair  judicial 
treatment.  We  look  to  you  to  be  absolutely  fair  to 
both  sides,  and  to  see  that  lu  one  party  has  a  sole  rij^rht 
to  the  columns  of  our  paper.  We  look  for  this  regard- 
less of  your  personal  views  on  the  subject  under  discus- 
sion. The  present  problem  is  vastly  too  big  to  be 
settled  otf-hand  by  anyone,  not  even  after  deliberation 
by  the  Senate  of  the  University.  The  people  will  set- 
tle it. 

There  are  two  things  we  must  .say  regarding  your  re- 
marks under  the  head  oi.  "The  Editor's  Judgment"  in 
the  issue  of  Dec.  23rd,  1909. 

iMr^t,  dear  brother,  what  you  lightly  and  rather  con- 
temptuously style  as  "  theological  vagaries"  are  dear- 
ly loved  and  strongly  held  by  the  overwhelming  ma- 
jority of  lair  people.      Let  them  judge  ! 
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Secondly,  we  would  plainly  say  that  we  emphatically 
protest  against  your  personal  allusions  to  Dr.  Harris, 
and  especially  Dr.  Stewart,  in  that  and  other  issues. 
Your  reflections  are  purely  personal  and  are  not  shared 
by  the  denomination  though  they  may  appear  oflkially 
in  our  paper.  To  say  the  very  least,  they  are  uncalled 
for,  and  are  beneath  the  dignity  o(  Tlie  Cimadian  Bap- 
tist. 

Now  in  closing,  let  us  sav  as  to  the  main  is^-ue,  that 
truth  will  triumph,  and  facts  will  come  out,  but  we 
want  them  to  come  through  their  natural  channels,  and 
not  to  be  forced  to  come  to  us  through  pamphlets,  or 
the  secular  press,  or  any  round  about  way.  \\'o  are  cer- 
tain that  if  you  contribute  to  this  end  in  your  official 
capacity,  you  will  secure  the  love  of  the  church  at  large, 
and  oi  every  member  of  it  in  particular.
